HE was che fecond Duke of Florence, and ihe mof ik 
luflvious of the famous houfle of Medici Bui a3 bamag 
happinefs is never peifeét, fo the great good fortune of 
Cofmo was diminithed by extraordinary family infelicityy 
The names of two of his fous were John and Garcias, The 
former, wito young, was made a Cardinal by lis father’s 
intereft: the latter, who was of a moft vindictive dilpol, 
tion, always entertained amok violent hatred of him 
which no endeavors could conquer, Beiog one day hun. 
ing together, they were iefi alone, when Gercias took the 
opportunity of quarelling with bis brother, and at lengs 
buried his dagger iv his heart, He then rejyined the com 
pany, without difcovering the fmalleftemovon, The Care 
dinal’s horfe returning withoat his rider, the company tas 
ced the place where he lay murdered. His body being 
brought to Florence, the Duke ordered it to be reported 
that he died of .an apopletiic fit, while he was hunting, 
He then ordered the dead body to be conveyed into an ins 
ner apartment; and fending for Garcias, to whofe me 
ligaant difpofition he was no ftranger, he jaxead him with 
the murder. The youth denied it at firll wih great vehee 
mence ; but being introduced to the room where the dead 
body lay, it is faid to have bled (probebly by chance) at 
his approach. He thea threw bim/felf at his father’s teer, 
and confefled the charge. The father, who had determineé 
what to do, folemnly defired bim to prepare for death! 
adding, that he ought to account it a happinefs that he was 
going to lofe that life, of which he was uaworthy, by ne 
other hand that of him who gave it. He thea plucked 
out of his fheath, the dagger with which Gercias had mur- 
dered his biother, and which fill hang at his fide, aod 
plunging it into his bofom, laid him dead at his feet, This 
happened when the Cardinal was only cighieen, aud Gar. 
cias fifteen years of age. The mother was fo affected by 
the death of her two fons, and the manner of it, that the 

furvived them only a few days.

not fo univerfally known, When Philip of Macedon had 
taken Olynthus, and had configned the inhabitants to fla- 
very; Pairkafius, who had refided io the Macedonian 
camp, walking among the ruins of the place, was ftruck 
with the exquifite expreflion of forrow which agonized the 


features of en old captive, a man of foaw sank, whore 


children had been juft torn from him, and expofed to pub- 
lic fale. He pucchafed him, immediately ; carried him 
to Athens; and whilift he made the wreiched Olynthiaa 
perith under every torment which art could inflidt, he 
drew, ‘rom the writhings of his tortured frame, a Prome- 
theus under the beak and talons of the vulture, which was 
allowed to bea mafterpiece of art, 1f any circumMance 
could add to the horrors of this ftory, it is, that Olynthos 
had actually fuffered in the caufe of the very city in which 
Parrhafius aéted this detefable fcene of croelty. The 
piece was given by the artift to the temple of Minerva, in 
Athens ; and Seneca coolly argues the point, whether or no,
